On Phoney Elections 


Sacramento State College’s student government slam- 
med the barn door shut with a resounding crack this week 
—after a whole stable full of horses had escaped. 

Tom Willoughby, Associated Students president, de- 
clared Friday’s class election null and void after four staff 
members from The Hornet proved how easy it was to vote 
Megally. Willoughby’s quick action is certainly commend- 
able. But with a little care, the election could have been 
held legally the first time. 

The Hornet showed how easy it was for students to 
vote when they were not entitled to do so. It did not in- 
vestigate the possibility of voting twice, although that 
was probably done too. 

With the first election thrown out, SSC students will 
vote for class officers again today. It is hoped that this 
election will follow a more rational procedure than the 
first one. If the student officers really want a clean elee- 
tion, they must secure valid, up-to-the-minute class rolls— 
and refer to them before dispensing ballots. They should 
check the name on the student body card against the class 
rolls. In this way, perhaps only eligible voters will cast 
ballots. 

It would be too bad if the election day interest which 
drew students to the polls Friday was allowed to wane 
before today’s election. Every student who voted legally 
in Friday’s election should return to the polls today. If 
they do not, then the results of this re-election will be no 
more valid than the results of Friday’s discredited voting. 

The new election will also give students who did not 
vote Friday another chance to exercise the franchise. A 
heavy vote today is necessary to prove that students are 
really interested in pure, democratic elections. It would be 
very unfortunate if the turnout for today’s balloting is 
smaller than it was Friday.

On Monday, your Associated 
Students president declared the 
results of Jast Friday's elections 
to be void and granted a request 
for new elections. Why did he 
take such seemingly rash ac- 
tion? 

First of all, the coordinator of 
elections had presented him with 
some indisputable facts. A good- 
ly number of graduating seniors 
(ineligible to vote in class elec- 
tions) had no difficulty in ob- 
taining ballots and casting them. 
When the election returns were 
counted, these ballots turned up 
plainly marked that they were 
east by graduating seniors. One 
senior, out to test the election 
system, even went so far as to 
sign his name to a ballot which, 
as he indicated, was invalid. In 
addition two photographs were 
presented of ineligible voters 
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dropping their ballots into the 
boxes. 

Supposedly, every voter must 
have his name checked against 
an official class list before he is 
issued a ballot. Apparently a 
certain amount of laxity crept 
in at this point in the operation. 

To ask who is individually re- 
sponsible for such laxity is a 
moot question and does not de- 
serve further exploration. The 
responsibility is that of the 
ASSSC administration; it is that 
of all your officers, singularly 
and collectively. There has been 
a serious and embarrassing mis- 
take made; the present student 
administration must acknowl- 
edge and admit this mistake as

Middle Distance Star Sets 
New Record for FWC 


Buddy Cole, Sacramento State 
College middie distance star, set 
a Far Western coaference half 
mile record im the conference 
meet in Davis last Saturday. 

Cole, whose record was one of 
nine set, turned the 880 in 1:55.3. 
It broke the old record by nearly 
two seconds. His showing was 
the only bright spot ir, an other- 
wise dismal showing by the Hor- 
net contingent. 

Gene Masterson and Dave 
Zenor were the only other Hor- 
nets able to garner points. Mast- 
erson placed third in both the 
220 low hurdles and the broad 
jump. Zenor tied with four other 
competitors for second in the 
high jump 

Chico State College, led by a 
tremendous effort by Gene Wes- 
ton who gathered three firsts, 
led the meet with 50 points. Uni- 
versity of Nevada had 45 points. 
Son Francisco State was far 
back in third place with 24, Cal 


Aggies had 22, Humboldt Mate, 
13%, and Sacramento, 10%. 

Weston ran the 100-yard dash 
in 9.9, broad jumped 24 feet 4% 
inches, and high jumped 6 feet 
2% inches. He also anchored 
Chico's record setting mile relay 
team. 

Far Western conference ree 
ords were also set in the pole @ 
vault, mile run, 440 yard dash, 
120 high hurdles, two mile, shot 
putt and the d'scus. 

Davis Harris, of Nevada, whe 
set a new pole vault record at 
13 feet 7 inches, erased a world 
famous name from the FWC rec- 
ord book when he broke the 
record which was _ previously 
held by Cornelius Warmerdam 
who set the mark while compet 
ing for Fresno State.
